China s first vote: against U.S. 


UNITED NATIONS < UPI >— Communist China cast its tirst vote in 
the United Nations today in support of a resolution critical of the 
United States and calling on it to prevent the importation of chrome 
from white-ruled Rhodesia. 
The resolution passed overwhelmingly, 106 to 2, with the American 
delegation itself not participating in the vote. Only Portugal and South 
Africa voted against it. 
The U N. action was in response to a move in the U.S. Congress last 
week which included provision for the procurement of Rhodesian 
chrome in a procurem ent bill. The congressional vote was in violation 
of a U N. ban on trade with the white-minority government ruling 
Rhodesia. 
The vote gave the Chinese their first oDDortunitv to vote in the 
assembly, where Deputy Foreign Minister ( hiao Kuanhua and his 
delegation sat for the first time Monday since the assembly voted to 
admit Communist China and expel Nationalist China three weeks ago. 
In his tirst speech Monday night, Chiano made a far-reaching attack 
on both the United States and Russia. 
The U.S. delegation did not join in the debate on today's resolution 
which expressed “ grave concern 
at the action of the U.S. Congress 
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which, if confirmed, would violate the U N embargo. 
The resolution went on to call on the U.S. government to bear ivi 
mind its obligations under the U.N. charter 
A Soviet proposal for a world disarm am ent conference is also 
expected to come before the Assembly later in the day. Communist 
China submitted its own proposal before ikwas voted into the U.N. 
C hiaos speech caught most observers bv surprise and was contrary 
to his earlier statem ent on the position his country would take as the 
newest m em ber of the world body. 
Communist China, which was named to replace Nationalist China in 
the U.N. by a strong vote three weeks ago. was expected to take a soft 
line. At least at first 
Chiao and 45 other m em bers of China s official delegation arrived in 
New York Thursday to claim the seat they had been seeking for 22 
years. 
Chiao proclaimed Iriendship between the people of China and the 
people of the United States in his official statem ent delivered through 
an interpreter at Kennedy international airport 
He later hinted Communist China would take a wait and see position 
in the U.N. and would not make anv immediate m ajor policy moves.

Schools not providing 
skills fast enough? 


By VAUGHN PROCTOR 
Educational writer 
County high schools are not moving 
rapidly enough to provide students with 
marketable job skills, a committee of 
occupational and vocational experts says. 
The significance and impact of a position 
statement 
by the county's Vocational 
Advisory Council are still being assessed in 
the various high schools. 
"The high school system appears to be 
performing 
adequately 
in 
its 
college 
preparatory role." the statement noted. 
"But ot those students presently in high 
school, only three out of 10 will go on to 
academic college-level work One third ot 
those will drop out before getting a 
baccalaureate degree. 
The conclusion of the experts was that 80 
per cent of the high school students should 
be provided with the basic skills to make a 
living An estimated 20 per cent of the 
students, countywide are reveiving voca­ 
tional training of some sort, according to 
the position paper distributed to the 
schools. 
The council is composed ot one super­ 
visor. a college president and a variety ot 
industrial 
and 
professional 
authorities 
including G. G. Schuknecht of Johns- 
Manville Co.. and Gordon deMarraisot 


Lompoc Unified School District. 
DeMarrais is coordinator of vocational 
education for the local school district. He 
agrees with most ot the declarations but 
points out that local valley high schools are 
operating 
at 
capacity 
in 
vocational 
education classes in contrast to most ot the 
rest of the county. 
DeMarrais agrees with the findings that 
urge greater effort to communicate with 
parents and students on the need for 
greater appreciation tor vocational course 
offerings. 
Meanwhile DeMarrais is formulating 
plans to coincide with philosophy state­ 
ments ot Sidney P. Marland Jr.. the U.S. 
Commissioner 
of 
Education 
Marland 
speaks of "cluster programs, designed to 
train young people in salable skills 
DeMarrais said it is too early to deal in 
specifics, but initially. Marland s concepts 
seem to point toward the identification of 
occupations which can be related by virtue 
ot their need tor the same tools. For 
example a math course could be oriented to 
provide the tools tor a mechanic, a metal 
worker or a draftsman. 
DeMarrais is also excited about the 
prospects 
tor 
clusters 
ot 
associated 
medical and health services occupations 
courses

Bishop explained that, although the 
highway division's landscaping tunds are 
very How. the state 
would finance the 
planting of about twice the number of 
young trees chosen by the city along the 
extent ion because ot the removal of the 
original grove. 
It was learned later in the meeting that 
190 young trees would have to be planted 
within a seven toot corridor left between 
the back property lines and curb 
The tirst alternate plan calls tor the 
retention of the bridge and interchange at 
the original location, with a gentle curve in 
the roadway bypassing the eucalyptus 
grove. 
Bishop termed 
this 
the 
least 
desirable 
alternative 
because 
ot 
the 
reduced visibility of drivers approaching 
the treeway. but added that it would not 
cost appreciably more to execute than the 
original plan, and that the future "safety 
valve" expansion ot the approach into a

Alternate plan two calls tor moving the 
site of the interchange 150 feet along the 


freeway to allow a better connection with 
the Central Avenue extention after it 
curves around the grove.

Haute couture to ready-to-wear 


By ROSETTE HARGROVE 


PARIS— (NEA)—A chang­ 
ing pattern of influence— 
maybe a beginning and end 
for Paris—was r e c e n t l y 
made manifest to the world 
of fashion 
by 35-year-old 
Yves St. L a u r e n t (whom 
some believe to be the most 
influential designer in the 
world) when he announced 
he would show no more 
haute c o u t u r e collections. 
Thus did he take the logical 
step of withdrawing from 
the scene which he so fre­ 
quently 
has 
described as 
“finished”—to concentrate on 
his ready-to-wear boutique 
operations. 


Despite the rumors that 
his last two collections had 
missed fire, the publicity- 
shy, gifted darling of Paris 
never was in danger of fac­ 
ing failure. St. L a u r e n t ’s 
move, according to well-in­ 
formed observers, is just a 
piece of daring intuition, an­ 
other sign that he is right on 
the beam of contemporary 
fashion. It looks as though 
he has brought the old white 
elephant of biannual Paris 
fashions collections to its 
knees. 


The mass influence of St. 
Laurent is evident in his 
Rive Gauche boutiques' suc­ 
cess and not only with the 
younger 
generation. 
Here 
they nave found every trend 
he has ever launched, long 
b e f o r e the pseudo-secret 
c o u t u r e collections were 
staged. 


Yves St. Laurent has long 
argued that fashion starts in 
the street. He has also had 
plenty of other things to say 
a b o u t the irrelevance of 
high fashion in modern liv­ 
ing. He believes that fashion 
is a form of protest, a uni­ 
form, and is impatient with 
those who misinterpret his 
work. Understandably, this 
attitude has not endeared 
him to the diehard brigade 
of the f a s h i o n world, al­ 
though there are some who 
are b e g i n n i n g to see the 
light. 


So now Yves St. Laurent, 
the stormy petrel who took 
over at the famed house of 
Dior in 1958, who set up in 
his own business in 1962 and 
after 14 years at the top, will 
concentrate on the ready-to- 
wear market. He says, how­ 
ever, that he will continue to 
dress a few private clients. 


Among the d e s i g n e r s 
moving nearer to street-level 
thinking on clothes is Pierre 
Cardin. Probably the wealth­ 
iest designer in Paris, Car-

din is on the ¡»ame ready-to- 
wear tack. So is Andre Cour­ 
règes, the man who invented 
the miniskirt, who showed 
p a n t s for round-the-clock 
wear and p r e d i c t e d that 
women would take to them 
like ducks to water. He was 
right. 


Why is haute couture on 
its last elegant legs? Not 
only because the cost of a 
full-scale production 
of a 
collection is around $250,000 
or more, which automati­ 


cally ups the price of a 
model to many hundred dol­ 
lars, but also because there 
are only a few women left 


in the world who can afford 
the time to have four fit­ 
tings or have the patience to 
be exposed to the private 


client mystique. Even the 
jet set now want t h e i r 
clothes practically hot off 
the rack. 


All this does not m e a n 
that Yves St. Laurent ready- 
to-wear can be found in the 
lower price brackets. 
His 
boutique prices, like those 
of other designers, such as 
Balmain, Patou, Courreges. 
Givenchy, Nina Ricci and 
Lanvin, usually run around 
$100 to $200, s o m e t i m e s 
more. 


Not so long ago Cardin, 
in a televised (in F r a n c e ) 
ro u n d ta b le d i s c u s s i o n , 
which 
included 
Courreges 
and Marc Bohan of Dior, 
said bluntly: “It’s sad to say, 
but I have been all over the 
world and I must confess 
that Paris no longer holds 
the first place it once had." 


The creator’s role, accord­ 
ing to Pierre Cardin, is to 
function as an idea-labora- 
tory, to be developed by an 
efficient 
ready-to-wear 
in­ 
dustry. “No woman in her 
right mind wants to pay 
$1,500 for a dress t h e s e 
days. Anyway, its madness 
to risk one’s r e p u t a t i o n 
twice a year," he concluded. 


According to Robert Ricci, 
former head of the Fashion 
Syndicate grouping the big 
high fashion houses, ready- 
to-wear might well one day 
overtake the haute couture 
formula. This season Andre 
Courreges s h o w e d “proto­ 
types" < made-to-order) mod­ 
els along with ready-to-wear.

M a r c B o h a n , head de­ 
signer at the house of Dior, 
said, “Nothing will change 
for us. The buyers and pri­ 
vate clients need these pres­ 
tige p r e s e n t a t i o n s . Our 
ready-to-wear line is of an 
entirely different order.” 


Over at Jean Patou, Mi­ 
chel Goma was emphatic: 
“We are going to stay in the 
ranks of haute couture. But 
we are not unmindful of the 
importance of the ready-to- 
wear clientele." 


Anyone who assumes that 
the new outlook at the foun- 
tainhead of fashion is an in­ 
dication of the “handwriting 
on the wall” is mistaken. 
The power of the French in 
fashion, which goes back to 
post-World War I days, the 


f o r c e s which have made 
Paris the capital of creative 
d e s i g n in every phase of 


women’s clothes, will now 
be employed to boost the 
French ready-to-wear indus­ 
tries. It is a well-known fact 
that the lure of the big name 
has sparked the sales of per­ 
fumes, s c a r v e s , stockings 
and o t h e r accessories and 
helped to keep the world- 
famous salons alive after the 
couture had become some­ 
thing of an anachronism. 
What is more significant 
is that more and more im­ 
portant A m e r i c a n buyers 
have come to Paris for the 
biannual ready-to-wear fair 
(close to 500 for the last 
one). 
Still, for the woman who 
yearns for a made-to-order 
dress there will always be 
someone in Paris to make it 
for her. Which means that, 
come what may. Paris will 
always be Paris.

There are all s o r t s of 
coups. The encyclopedia of 
bridge defines a simple coup 
as a maneuver by declarer 
to shorten his own trump 
holding to finesse in a situa­ 
tion w h e r e he can’t lead 
trumps. 


West helped S o u t h de­ 
velop a coup with today’s 
h a n d . His bid of two no- 
trump was the “ unusual no- 
trump” to show both minor 
suits so South knew t h a t 
West would be short in both 
hearts and spades. 


West opened the ace of 
diamonds. South ruffed to 
get rid of one trump. Then 
he led a trump to dummy’s 
king; discarded a spade on 


the king of diamonds, and 
ruffed another diamond to 
get himself one shorter than 
East. 
Next came three rounds of 
spades. When East followed 
to the third spade South was 
home, as he could discard 
a club. He could lead either 
a diamond or spade from 
dummy and irrespective of 
what East did South could 
ruff or overruff and lead a 
club. Eventually he would 
make his last two trumps 
and his contract. 
No guarantee went with 
this line of play since it was 
possible that 
West would 
h o l d two hearts and one 
spade and ruin all South’s 
plans by ruffing the second 
spade, but it did represent 
good percentage play and 
did bring home the bacon.

Henri Gittard. a Frenchman, 
flew a balloon airship in 1852 propelled by a three 
horsepower steam engine.

In the 1930s. passenger zeppelins such as the 
Hindenburg had spectacular bad luck In World War II the 
I S. Navy operated 108 airships

Mud slowed Braves 
in narrow victory 


Mud turned out to be the great 
equalizer Friday night at Huyck 
Stadium. 


Experts can bad mouth synthetic 
turf all they want, but Lompoc head 
coach Jim Spruill would have made 
the trade for mod sod without 
hesitation after taking a look at the 
field before the game with the San 
Luis High Tigers. 


Rain, combined with untimely 
watering, had turned the field into a 
100 yard swamp 


“ We did real well under the 
circumstances, 
said 
Spruill. 
Lompoc won, by the way, 7-0 on a 
long bomb near the end of the first 
half. 


“The mud took most of our 
quickness away,” said the Lompoc 
coach. 


Another factor that took away 
some of the Lompoc quickness was 
sticky Tigers' hands. 


“ We 
would 
have 
had 
more 
touchdowns if they (the referees» 
had called holding on our pass 
patterns," said Spruill. “They (San 
Luis» held our receivers on just 
about every play. Our guys would 
get by them and they'd grab us by 
the pants or shirtail. On one play 
they grabbed (Dave) Stegman by 
the shirt and he dragged the man 
right by a referee, but they didn't 
call it." 


End Mat Kmckrehm did get loose 
on one play, however. He ran an out- 
and-up pattern with first and 10 at 
the San Luis 42 with 1:44 left in the 
half. Jim Huyck hit him with a pass 
at the nine yard line and Mat 
streaked into the endzone for the 
games only touchdown. It was the 
second Lompoc touchdown by air 
this season. The other was at San 
Marcos. 


For this catch and two others, 
Kmckrehm was named offensive 
lineman of the game by the Lompoc 
coaches. 
Huyck 
was 
chosen 
offensive back of the game For the 
first time in many outings the 
Braves 
did 
not 
fumble 
on 
a 
scrimmage play. A lot of the credit 
for that goes to Huyck, who got his 
first extended chance to pilot the 
Braves Friday. 


The Lompoc defense turned in its 
cu sto m a ry 
tine 
job. 
T iger 
quarterback Charles Flores was 
thrown for losses 10 times while 
attempting to pass. The vicious four 
man rush was led by senior Roy 
Bobbitt 
and 
sophomore 
Scott 
Marshall, the tackles. They shared 
defensive lineman of the game 
honors. “They did a good job of 
pressuring the passer and kept good 
leverage on the ball.' Spruill said. 


Lompoc switched pass defenses at 
one point and Flores found some 
open territory to throw to over the 
middle. But the Braves switched 
back to their regular defense and 
had no more trouble. 


The Lompoc secondary picked off 
four San Luis passes, but was cited 
for pass interference three times in 
the first half. 


“The official 
that called 
the 
penalties was a long ways away 
from the ball." stated Spruill, who 
was less than pleased with the calls 
after reviewing game films. 


Cornerback 
Kerry 
Candaele 
picked off two errant Tiger passes 
and had a third thett nullified by 
pass interference. He was chosen 
defensive back of the game. 


The Braves had limited success 
moving the ball on the sloshy turf. 


“They had 11 guys within one yard 
of the ball," said Spruill of the tough 
San 
Luis 
defense, 
which 
held 
Lompoc to 12 first downs. “ And it 
was slippery. The game was a mud 
fight." 


The Braves couldn't afford to let 
up late in the game, leading by only 
seven. "We were trying hard the 
whole 
g a m e ." 
Spruill 
said. 
“They’ve (Tigers» improved since 
the start of the year. If they would 
have started 
throwing

The Braves now go into hiding for 
the week in preparation for the big 
one Friday against Cabrillo.

Are Cavaliers bad enough 
to maintain popularity? 
4>

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
law of diminishing returns 
worked in reverse for the 
Cleveland Cavaliers last sea­ 
son. It seemed that the more 
that sorry basketball team 
lost, the more their share­ 
holders gained, according to 
recently released figures. 
And my, what a mob those 
shareholders are, about 5,100 
strong. A Cavalier player 
could h a r d ly go down a 
Cleveland street w ithout 
walking into a wall or a 
shareholder. 
In their first season as an 
expansion club, the 1970-71 
Cavaliers lost 67 of their 82 
games. They equaled the all- 
time National Basketball As­ 
sociation record for artistic 
malfunctioning. Yet the 
team showed a financial 
profit. The stockholders 
were virtual slumlords. 
In April of 1970, six months 
before the start of last sea­ 
son, 400,000 shares were put 
up in a public stock sale. All 
shares were sold in a day- 
and-a-half at $5 a share. Now 
it costs $5,625 to buy a 
share in the over-the-counter 
market. 
One might expect that the 
Cleveland fans tr a m p le d 
over each other trying to en­ 
ter the 11,000-capacity Arena 
to watch the Cavs’ bumble- 
ment. Not so. 
The team’s home attend­ 
ance was 144,000, an average 
of over 3,500 fans a game. 
The team was last in scor­ 
ing, and just about last in 
attendance, too. (In fact, 
they drew twice as well on 
the road.) 


Why the bright financial 
figures in an otherwise dis­ 
mal setting? 
“ Our fans,” said Nick Mi- 
leti, president and general 
manager of the Cavaliers. 


‘ They’re the greatest. We 
reached the heart and soul 
of the community at a grass­ 
roots level. You can’t buy 
that.” 
Interest in the team grew 
out of all financial perspec­ 
tive, too. For even those few 
fans who did not buy even 
one share, there was the in- 
d e fin a b le “ magic” that 
comes to certain so-called 
lovable losers, the New York 
Mets being the most recent 
and prime other example. It 
spread to all league cities. 
The Cavs lost their first 15 
games; a local newspaper 
ran a contest on when they 
would win the first. When 
the team won its first home 
game, coach Bill Fitch was 
so overcome that he said, “ I 
want to hurry and catch a 
plane to California so I can 
have three more hours to 
savor this.” 
Fitch helped, too. “ Fitch- 
isms” became topics of bar­ 
room talk and laughter. 
(“ Sometimes,” goes another 
“ Fitchism,” “ you wake up 
in the m orning and wish 
your parents had never met. 
Where did I go wrong?” ) 
Psychiatrists and philoso­ 
phers also tossed in their

grid roundup

“ Maybe it was the way we 
lost,” suggests Mileti. “ We 
lost with distinction. We did 
not lose in a schlocky way.” 
(One defeat by Philadelphia, 
for example, was by 52 
points.) 
More important, from a fi­ 
nancial view, was that no 
great rentals had to be paid 
to the Arena, for Mileti 
owned that dour edifice. 
Also, their players’ salary 
overhead was as low as any 
in the league. The expansion 
draft left them, of course, 
with no su perstars. Walt 
Wesley, a routine veteran, 
probably had the largest sal­ 
ary, something over $25,000. 
This season, however, 
things are going to change. 
Austin Carr, the Cavs’ first 
draft pick, is supposed to 
have signed a $1 million con­ 
tract. 
To compensate, the Cavs 
have signed a solid television 
and radio deal. It includes 
nearby Akron. “ This is on 
the way to building our new 
joint,” said Mileti. The “ new 
joint” is a $17 million sta­ 


dium, hopefully to open in 
October 1972, which will 
house Mileti’s A m e r ic a n 
Hockey Association Barons 
and the Cavs. 


Mileti says that fan inter­ 
est was piqued by “ a young, 
promising club, which would 
get standing ovations after 
games they lost because peo­ 
ple 
saw 
how 
hard 
they 
tried.” 


The Cavs must improve 
this season. They hardly 
have a choice. Players from 
last season are more experi­ 
enced and learning each oth­ 
er’s alleged moves. Young 
players such as Dave Soren­ 
son, Johnny Johnson and 
Jo h n n y W a r r e n showed 
flashes of excellence last 
season. Newcomers such as 
Carr, Butch Beard and Char­ 
lie Davis may help provide 
respectability. 
This does not worry Mi­ 
leti. He says that a winning 
team is, in fact, what he 
strives for, despite the suc­ 
cess of one of the greatest 
flops in sports history. 
“ People like underdogs,” 
said Mileti. “ But they like 
overdogs, too.”

Dear Reader—You have a 
good memor y . Saccharin 
was indeed questioned at the 
same time cyclamates were 
discontinued. T h e r e have 
been some reports of its pos­ 
sible relationship to cancer 
of the bladder in rats. 
The removal of cyclamates 
for human use was really re­ 
quired because a law makes 
it illegal tQ sell any foods 
that have been demonstrated 
to cause cancer in animals 
(whether or not they cause 
cancer in people). The law 
doesn’t sound like it was 
written by anyone with even 
the most elementary concept 
of research. I have been un­ 
able to understand why the 
law applies to cyclamates 
but not saccharin. There is 
no research evidence to show 
that either has produced can­ 
cer in man. 
A better solution would be 
for you to reduce your cof­ 
fee intake. Try to limit it to 
four cups a day. Nine tea­ 
spoons of sugar (level, not 
rounded) provides 151) cal 
cries a day which amounts 
to the calories in about 15 
pounds of fat in a year s 
time.

If one were to ask the question 
about 
former 
Justices 
of 
the 
Supreme Court, 
Who is the fairest 
of them all?“ , there would be many 
answers: but no list ol the great 
Supreme Court Justices ot

centurv would exclude the name ot 
Benjamin Cardozo. A learned friend 
now calls to my attention that 
notwithstanding that Cardozo was 
worshipped in his day. which is not 
that remote (he died in 1938), one 
wonders whether the liberals in the 
United 
S tates 
Senate 
would 
nowadays vote to confirm a man 
with such a record. 
In brooding over appointments to 
the vacancies in the Supreme Court, 
Mr. Fred Graham who covers the 
Court for the New York Times 
wrote recently, "The suspicion is 
that what Mr. Nixon really has in 
mind is a Supreme Court that will 
quietly attend to its own judicial 
backyard, and will not interfere 
with what the other two branches 
and the States want to do.' That of 
course is not only what Mr. Nixon 
has in mind, but substantially what 
the framers of the Constitution had 
in mind. Certainly it is substantially 
what Mr. Cardozo had in mind

in a decision of that court affirming

joined, 
noted 
breath- 
takingly that it was not the business 
of the courts to consider arguments 
"touching 
social 
conditions 
and 
sociological questions. 
These, the 
Court held, were "matters for the 
legislature and not the courts 
On this point, Cardozo more or 
less held firm throughout his life, 
the 
most 
conspicuous 
exception 
being his vote to condemn the 
N ational 
R ecovery 
Act 
as 
unconstitutional. It was the keel of 
his judicial philosophy, singled out 
by his eulogist, Attorney-General 
Homer Cummings, at his memorial 
service. For Cardozo. Cummings 
said, that doctrine 
was not an 
'aphorism but a burning truth 
Cardozo seldom interfered with 
State legislation. Although he did on 
one 
occasion 
invalidate 
the 
sentencing of a Communist under an 
anti-anarchy law, he took pains to 
point out that he was observing 
merely that a Communist is not an 
anarchist, that he was not disputing 
the constitutional authority of the 
State 
to 
protect 
itself 
by 
prohibiting 
the 
teaching 
of 
revolutionary doctrine. 
And. 
in the field of criminal 
prosecutions, Cardozo cam e face to 
face with many problems still being 
actively debated For instance: do 
you or don't you admit evidence 
even it it was procured by trespass 


or other unlawful means.’ Cardozo 
believed that the purpose of a trial 
was 
to 
ascertain 
whether 
the 
accused was guilty. 
He saw no 
reason, as he put it, why "the 
criminal is to go tree because the 
constable has blundered 
He never 
held the 5th Amendment as binding 
in the State courts, and indeed he did 
not consider either it. or even a jury 
trial, as generically indispensable to 
freedom. "Few would be so narrow 
and provincial as to maintain that a 
fair 
and 
enlightened 
system of 
justice was impossible without them 
(trial by jury and the privilege 
against 
self-incrim ination i 
justice ... would not perish if the 
accused were subject to a duty to 
respond to orderly inquiry. 
For the 
record. Justices Hughes, Brandeis. 
and Stone concurred. 
I 
am indebted to Mr. Jam es 
Jackson Kilpatrick for a little arith­ 
metic on the Supreme Court s 1970- 
71 terhi. The Court handed down 121 
written opinions. Twenty-eight of 
these were five to tour decisions. Of 
the 28. eight dealt with statutory 
questions. 
The 
rest 
were cases 
arising under the Constitution. The 
Court conservatives won 13. lost six, 
and tied one (U.S. versus Arizona». 
Burger and Blaekmun voted as one 
in all 20 cases. On the liberal side. 
Douglas. 
Brennan, and Marshall 
never broke ranks. White joined the 
two conservatives in 10 out of 20 
cases. Harlan and Stewart in 15 of 
them. 
Black 
in only 
nine. 
The 
exemplary Cardozo. whom Messrs 
Powell and Rehnquist should indeed 
seek to emulate, would have joined 
the conservative bloc.

Waterfall worth 


• How much is a waterfall worth ? 
An appraiser 
has just valued 
Nojoqui Falls, a privatelv-owned. 
rented feature of Nojoqui County 
Park, at $40.000. 
If there has been a money value 
put on a falls here or anywhere else 
in the area before this, we haven t 
heard much about it. 
The Nojoqui Falls valuation has 
come about in a curious way. County 
park authorities felt the landowner, 
a rancher, was asking too much 
»$4,500 a year) for continued county 
rental. For years the county has 
been paying $250 a year, admittedly 
a low figure, for inclusion of the 
falls 
and 
property 
including 
a 
pathway to it. 


The appraisal as requested by the 
county then followed, setting up 
more interesting speculation about 
the natural attraction in Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
No doubt the countv assessor will 


be taking another close look at the 
property, 
which 
has 
suddenly 
increased in value to the point 
where the assessor's valuation — 
reportedly on basis ot about $100 an 
acre — is now seen as very low. 
Conjecture will now go on whether 
the county will have to fence off the 
falls from public view, and whether 
the peopertv owner will get a much 
bigger tax bill in the future now that 
the falls are a valuable property. 


Maybe 
th er e 
w ill 
be 
a 
compromise so that the county can 
keep its rented attraction, and the 
property owner won’t face a stiff 
boost in taxes. 
What is perhaps more intriguing, 
however, is the fact that such things 
as falls have great monetary as well 
as aesthetic value. 
When you come to think about it. 
w aterfalls 
are 
a 
very 
rare 
com m odity 
in 
this 
part 
of 
California. 
Nojoqui Falls becomes the second 


waterfall to break into the public 
prints in recent years. 
If you’ll remember, there was the 
case 
of 
the 
"Widow's 
Tears 
waterfall not long ago. Few people 
had heard of this minor, but pretty, 
falls in upper Goleta Valley until the 
landowner 
stood 
accused 
of 
mutilating it by bulldozing the base 
fora roadway. 


The case brought out the fact that 
while 
county 
ordinances 
don't 
protect 
waterfalls 
specifically, 
there are grading regulations which 
prevent such sights as "Widow’s 
Tears'' falls from being pillaged. 
Maybe some of our readers know 
of other waterfalls in the county. We 
can think of only one other falls of 
any prominence, Sisquoc Falls in 
the Los Padres National Forest 
back country, a hidden sanctuary 
where condors are known to bathe. 
Perhaps there are others; if so, 
w e’d like to hear about them, and 
pass on the information in a later 
column.
